Wasuincto#, D. C., March 1.—(Special.]— 
Sdcretury Gresham wandered on the floor of 
the Senate today just as the last prop was be- 
ing knocked from under his scheme for pay- 
ing the fantastic claims of the Canadians for 
the seizure of sealers. 

When the matter was brought up in the 
Rouse Mr. Hitt disposed of the claims in short 
order by showing that some of the vessels had 
been sold to Canadians for $1 for the express 
purpose of bringing claims for damages, al- 
though they were originally owned by 
Americans. The House by a decisive vote de- 
clined to make the appropriation of $425,- 
000 recommended by Secretary Gresham.

Wreck on the Inter-Oceantc Railroad Near 
“the City of Mexico Is an Appalling Dis- 
aster, 200 Persons Being Killed and 
Wounded=—Death List Grows with the 
Investigation of the Accident — Five 

4 Coaches Jump the Frack and Three 
Are Broken Into Bits, 


‘Crry oy Mexico, March 1.—One of the 


most frightful accidents in the history of the 
Mexican railroads, resulting ia the killing of 
104 persons and the serious, if not fatal, in- 
jury of nearly a hundred others, occurred yes- 
terday afternoon on the Inter-Oceanic rail. 
road at a point twenty-five. miles from this 
city. A fev days ago a great number of per- 


‘gous left the capital and the towns in 


the vicinity to go on a pilgrimage to the 
‘Catholic Shrine at Sacre Monte. Tick- 
ets were sold at reduced rates over the 
Inter-Oceanic line and this road carried the 
bulk of the pilgrims. Yesterday a long train, 
“aboard of which there were 1,200 passengers, 
was returning from the place of pilgrimage. 
All went well until a point on the line mid- 
way between Temamtia and Tenango was 
reached. On this part of tlie road there is a 
steep incline, the line at one place on it hav- 
ing a sharp curve, where it runs close to the 
edge of a high precipice. This is one of the 
most dangerous places on the road, and was 
rendered more so by the fact that the track 
here was not in the best of condition. 

„As the train began to run down the incline 
many of the passengers were laughing and 
joking, while others were looking out of the 
windows .at the rapidly passing scenery, 
which is grand. Soon the speed of the train 
“began to increasé and it was running at a 
frightful rate. The passengers ceased their 
laughter and joking and looked at each other 
with a strange fear depicted in their faces. 
Steadily the momentum of the train, which 
was swaying and bounding fearfully, in- 
creased and soon the dangerous high curve 
was struck. : * 

Eugine Hits the Curve. 


As the pilot wheels of the engine took the 
curve the locomotive swayed outward and 
then back. As the drivers went on the curve 
the engine again swayed heavily and then 
either jumped the track or turned a rail. It 
dashed across the scanty space between the 
rails and the edge of the chasm and then 
plunged downward. One after another of the 
coaches, filled with passengers, dashed after 
it and piled up in a mass of wreckage at the 
foot of the frack, but most fortunately did 
not go over thé edge of the precipice. 

As the fifth coach left the metais it twisted 
and brdéffe the coupling connecting it with the 
coaches behind it. These coaches kept the 
rails and passed safely around the curve, 
After running a considerable distance they 
were stopped by the hand brakes, 

When the engime and the three coaches fell 
to the bottom of the ravine there was a fear- 
ful crash and, mingled with it, were the 
shrieks of the affrighted passengers, which 
could easily be heard above the escaping 
steam of the engine, which was knocked to 
pieces by the fall. 

In the meantime a number of passengers in 
the other coaches had returned to the scene of 
the wreck and devoted themselves to the work 


_ of rescuing those imprisoned in the wreck. 


The sight here was a grewsume one. Thecar- 
riages were shatteted, and a majority of the 
occupants were lying befiGath the wreckage. 
The shrieks and moans of the iujured were 
heart-rending, while many of the unhurt 
women and children moaned and wailed in 


an agony of terror. 
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Scene Is Terrible. 


Here and there among the débris could be 
seen an upturned face, the eyes fixed in the 
stare of death, the features distorted with 
fear. Again what had been a face could be 
seen crushed out of all semblance to human- 
ity. Here was at im, there was a leg that 
hud been severéd from the trunk, [ying per- 
haps fifty feet away. : ‘ 

The train hands .were American, and some 
of them, as soon as possible, telegraphed 
news of the disuster to this city. The intelli- 
gence quickly spread and caused the greatest 
consternation among the inhabitants, many 
of whom had relatives or friends on the train. 
The raiiroad officials displayed commendabie 
uctivity anda special relief train, with sur- 
geons, an ambulance, medicines, bandages, 
etc., was promptly dispatched to the scene. 
Arrived there everything possible was done 
to alleviate the sufferings of the injured, some 
of whom were in such agony that they prayed 
for death to relieve them. 

Aided by some of the men who were in the 
coaches that did not go over the railroad em- 
ployés and the relief corps soon cleared away 
the wreckage sufficiently to allow the extrica- 
tion of the dead and imjured. One hundred 
and four dead and eighty-five wounded 
were taken out of the wreck. The in- 
jured who could stand to be moved 
were brought to the City of Mexico 
on the special train and taken to the mili- 
tary hospital, which was thrown open to 
the sufferers by orders from President Diaz. 
The whole staff of. the hospital busied it- 
selfin attending to theinjured, who were 
made as comfortable us the circumstances 

would permit. 
Cause of the Disaster. * 


Many of the dead will never be identified, 
some of them being s horribly mangied that 
it is almost impossibie to recognize the re- 
mains as those of human beings.

CHARLES FAIRGETS HALF A MILLION 


Ex-Senator’s Son Is Now Equipped to Con- 
test His Father’a WIII. 

San Francisco, Cal., March 1.—Charles L. 
Fair has received $500,000, bequeathed by 
his mot to the eldest son, James G. Fair 
Jr., when the latter should attain the age of 
35. After considerable litigation the Su- 
preme Court decided that the legacy which re- 
verted by Mrs. Fair’s will should not be paid 
to him until James was 35, had he lived. 
During the litigation Mrs. Herman Oelrichs. 
the eldest daughter, attained the years for the 
payment to her of $1,500,000, according to 
the will of her mother, The contest of 
Charles stopped the payment to her, and, ia- 
eidentally, even the payment to Charles of 
the income of 55,000 a month from the es- 
tate, The appeai was suddenly dismissed by 
Charles Fair’s attorneys after the death of ex- 
Senator Fair. The amount of the bequest to 
James has now been advanced to Charles by 
his sister, Mrs. Oelrichs, Charles will thus be 
equipped with the means to carry on the 
contest of his father’s will. Interesting pro- 
ceedings in relation to the will of Senator 
Fair have recent y been in progress. Au at- 
tempt has been made to effect a compromise 
between the four executors and trustees, L. 
C. Bressee, J. S. Angus, W. S., Goodfellow, 
and T. C. Crothers, and the two daughters, 
Mrs. Oelrichs and Miss Fair. The proposi- 
tion was made that two of the executors and 
trustees should resign and Mrs. Oelrichs and 
Miss Fair should be appointed to take their 
places; or, if they elected, should take the po- 
sitions themselves, The two executors and 
truste who were willing to retire would ex- 
pect payment to them of the amount they 
would receive in commissions from their 
charge of the estate. In return Mrs. Oelrichs 
and Miss Fair were expected to engage heart- 
ily in support of the will and to oppose vigor- 
ously the contest brought by their brother. 
Thie proposition for compromise was not ac- 
cepted. The conclusion is, however, that 
Senator Fair’s daughters will not place them- 
selves in any attitude that might bring up in 
them the application of the dreaded forfeiture 
clause in their father’s will, which Charles 
Fait braves in his formal contest.

IMPEACHMENT INQUIRY PROPOSED 
IN MINNESOTA LEGISLATURE 


Charge That He Has Paid No Attention to 
Accusations Against Bank Examiner 
Kenyon=Latter Declafed to Have Certi- 
fled to Good Condition of Certain Finan- 
cial Institutions That Were Insolvent= 
Committee Asked For to Institute Pro- 
coedings Against Both Officials. 


Sr. Paul., Minn., March 1.— Representative 
Brevig, a Populist member of the House from 
Renville County, presented a long preamble 
and resolution today charging that Moses D. 
Kenyon, Public Examiner and Superinten- 
dent of Banks, had certified to the good con- 
dition of certain prominent financial institu- 
tions of St. Paul and Minneapolis, when, in 
fact, those institutions were insolvent; that 
such facts had. been called to the attention of 
former Governors, and that the present Gov- 
ernor, D. M. Clough, had now had one month 
in which to look over such papers. It is 
therefore resolved a committee of five be ap- 
pointed to examine thoroughly all the 
charges, and if the evidence warrants such 
action to draw up the proper papers for im- 
peachment proceedings against Bank Ex- 
aminer Kenyon and, Gov. Clough, Notice of 
debate sent the resolution over until tomor- 
row, 

The resolutions are alleged to be the work 
of John H. Burke of Minneapolis, who has 


time, having at one time filed charges against 
Bank Examiner Kenyon with Gov, Nelson, 
but the latter did not find sufficient grounds 
for the charges to warrant the dismissal of 
Lenyon. 

The resolution probably will come up to- 
morrow, and it is not thought likely it will be 
adopted, although the friends of the Governor 
and Bank Examiner may insist on tho adop- 
tion of the resolution in order to prove their 
innocence of any official or personal wrong 
doing. 

The preamble recites that in January, 
1892, Gov. Merriam directed Bank Examiner 
Kenyon to look into the soivency of the 
Northwestern Guaranty Loan company of 
Minneapolis; that Mr. Kenyon certified he 
had examined that concern and found it in 
good condition, altnough its books showed 
it was hopelessly insolvent. and in 
May, 1893, it was placed in the 
hands of the court, with liabilities 
proaching $10,000,000; that May 20, 
1893, charges in the above case were filed 
with the Governor and are part of the 
archives of the State, but no Executive has 
seemed disposed to obey the law, examine 
the charges, and remove Kenyon from office; 
that Kenyon has not made thorough exam- 
inations, although claiming to do so; that he 
refused to make any report whatever on 
the condition of a large number of 
swindlers doing business in this State 
as so-called investment and moneyed 
institutions. It charges seren specific 
alleged frauds in different institutions and 
adds: That the St. Paul ana Minneapolis 
Trust company, American Exchange, Farm- 
ers“ and Merehants’, State, Citizens’, Com- 
mercial, and Bank of New England Banks

ABOUT THE WHITE PINE INDUSTRY. 


Figures Taken from the Northwestern 


Lumberẽman's Review. 

The annual statistical number of the North- 
western Lumberman issued tagay contains 
valuable statistics relative to the white pine 
industry. The effect of financial depression 
on the output is spoken of asfollows: 

In 1873, Baring the Jay, Cooke panic, the total 
pine product of Michigan, Wisconsin, and Minne- 
sota was about 3,900,000,000 feet. Such was 
the effect of bard times that the total did not 
reach 4,000,000,000 feet until 1879, the year in 
wich specie payments were decla y the 
government, and the times began to improve. 
In that year the grand round up showed a total 
product of 4,806,000,000 feet. In 1880 the so- 
called boom came on apace, when the total prod- 
uct reached 5,651,000,000 feet. In 1881 the 
tide rose still higher, and touched the mark at 
6,768,000,000 feet. In 1883 the gauge indicated 
7.624,000,000, and thence the total swelled 
until 1884, when it towered to nearly 8,000,000., 
000 feet. After the boom had culminated in 
1882.83, production continued to swell. The 
pine business had got the bit in its teeth and was 
dashing along as if there Was nothing ahead dan- 
gerous to its progress. But in 1884 there was 4 
check in speculation and the country realized 
that business had been a little overdone. Let 
such was the momentum acquired by the pine in- 
dustry in the boom period that production in 
that year was greater than in any previons one. 
In 1885 the pace was moderated to near 7,000,- 
000,000 feet. In 1886 another start was made, 
and in 1888 the total had passed 8,000,000,000 
feet. In that and the following year production 
exceeded 8.300.000,000 feet. In 1890 it amount- 
ed to 8.664.000. 000, and the cap sheaf was 
clapped on in 1892, when the enormous product 
of 8,902,000,000 feet was reached. Since that 
year production has been rattiing downward at a 
dizzy rate, In 18938, 7,500,000,000, and last 
year only 6,764,000,000, about the amount 
turned out in 1881, thirteen years ago, consti- 
tuted the output. 

During the last twelve years, with slight reces- 
sions, production has clim up from something 
less than 7,000. 000,000 to nearly 9,000,000,000 
feet in 1892, and then dropped to the compara- 
tively low product of last year. Inu respect to the 
decline of output in the last two years it is evi- 
dent that it has mostly resulted from the 
financial and business depression which followed 
the panic in the summer of 1893. Yet we must 


take into account the growing competition of ) 


Southern pine which has cut into the demand 
for Northerg product to the extent of several 
hundred million feet. We look forward to the 
time when this more than 8,000,000,000 ‘feet of 
supply will be wipod out, leaving the almost 
incalculable void — be filled with proda- 
uct from the South and the Pacific coast. 
Production in the Saginaw district has deciined 
from about 1,500,000, 000 in 1888 to 693,172,000 
in 1891. The decline in this district and on the 
Huron shore will be checked for afew years b 
the influx of logs from Canada, but any approac 
to the maximum yield of the Saginaw and Huron 
shore mills in former times is impossible. The 
prodact of the interior or railway mills of Michi- 
gan has declined from 922.000,000 feet in 1882 
to 501,440,000 in 1804; that of the Chicago dis- 
trict from 2,481.000,000 in 1889 to 1,754,063,- 
000 in 1894. The total west of the Chicago dis- 
trict rose from 1,573.000,000. feet in 1879 to 
4,.088,000,000 in 1892. The maximum in all the 
districts except the territory west of Chicago was 
reached late in the last decade, while the highest 
tide in production has been attained in the ro- 
gions west of Chicago since 1892, the gain being 
mainly in the Lake Superior and Northern Minne- 
sota districts. 

The amount of logs remaining in mill 
booms or yards at the close of 1894 availa- 
ble.when the mills start this spring is 816,- 
178,776 feet, distributed as follows: West of 
Chicago district, 442,632,984 feet; in the 
Chicago district, 244,648,477 feet; on rail- 
roads and at interior milis,68,435,000 feet; 
in the Saginaw district, 50,760,387 feet; at 
Lake Erie pointe, 9,501,928 feet.

WHISKY MENARE MAD 


REOEIVERS’ RULINGS NOT,RELISHED 
BY THE DISTRIBUTORS. 


Earnest Protests Entered at a Conference 


at CinciunatieStatementsa That Some- 
thing Must Be Done te Increase Trust 
Receipts=As:essment Suggested to Re- 
tire Bonds Held by Nelson Morris 
Should Sales Be Made to the Trade on 
Certaia Terms War May Result, 


Crivcinwatt, O., March 1.— [Special. 
Whisky Trust Receivers MeNulta 8 — nie. 
rence were in consultation all day with dis- 
tributors of this - city and as 
far west ae Peoria, Ill, The meeting 
was held behind closed doors at the 
Chamber of Commerce. The distributors 
made a vigorous fomplaint against the rule 
of the receivers fixing the price to jobbers at 
$1.28, or only one cent advance on that 
charged distributors, Heretofore the latter 
had been allowed to charge the outside trade 
five cents advance, and ever since the rule 
went into force Cincinnati houses in 
the trust had insisted on making 
their own prices. After listening to 
arguments on behalf of the distributors, the 
receivers agreed to lay the matter before the 
Executive committee of the Spirits Distillers’ 
Association at its meeting in Chicago next 
week. Director Hobard said the local men 
had found the directors willing to favor the 
distributors and reach a satisfactory conclu- 
sion. The directors will examine the bodks 
and affairs of the Cincinnati houses. tomor- 
row. leaving in the evening for Chicago.

‘The rulings that the receivers have 
made were strongly objected to by the dis- 
tributors and they took the occasion to enter 
a formal protest. 


Trust in Need of Money. 


In defense the receivers showed that the 

loss had been $150,000 in January and 
$100,000 in February, and something must 
be done to increase the receipts. It was held 
the advance in price would produce part of 
the funds needed, and the ruling to sell direct 
to the trade for $1.28 would produce the 
rest. It was on the question of selling direct 
at one ceat advance, instead of selling to the 
distributors at $1.27, that the most feel 
ing was shown. If this ‘is carried t 
the distributers said they would not only 
go to distillers outside of 
trust for their goods, but would them- 
selves make rulings that will prevent the re- 
ceivers from reaching the trade direct. This 
was the most important question considered, 
and the distributors are intensely in earnest 
over it. The receivers reserved their de- 
cision. 
Some distributors expéct a general bolt 
from the trust in this district, but most of 
them say the receivers will make terms. On 
the question of rebates tha receivers cited the 
orders of the courts showing the courts had 
ordered payment and that they would be 
guided by such orders. Tomorrow McNulta 
and Lawrence will confer with J. G. Schmid- 
lapp, formerly receiver of this district, 
and will have all the affairs in Schmid- 
lapp’s hands officially turned over to them. 
The distributors will not meet the receivers 
egain in a body, but their committee is mak- 
ing a stubburn fight, and especially on the 
proposition to sell direct to the trade at $1.28, 
while the distributors have been buying for 
$1.27 and selling for $1.32. In the event of 
the receivers offering goods to the trade in 
any quantity for $1.28 it is generally believed 
there will be war.

RIOHARD U’GORMAN PASSES AWAY. 


Eminent Irish Nationalist, Scholar, aad Or- 
ator Is Dead- Other Deathsa. 


New Yorx, March 1.—Richard O'Gorman, 
the eminent Irish Nationalist, scholar, and or- 
ator, died last evening at his home in this 
city, aged 75 years. Two years agò he had a 
severe attack of the grip, from which he never 
really recovered, although able to be about. 
For the last month he had been confined to 
his room, 

Richard O’Gorman was born in Dublin in 
1821 and was graduated from Trinity College. 
His connection with the Young Ireland party is 
a matter of history.

OPINION REGARDING TRANSFERS. 


Three-Cent Fare Association Is Told How 
to Proceed. 

The Three-Cent-Fare Association has re- 
ceived an opinion from Glenn E, Plumb 
upon the rights of citizens to demand and re- 
ceive transfer slips from and to the Chicago 
City railway company and the West Chicago 
Street railway company. Mr. Plumb ex- 
amined the street railway franchises in the 
West and South Divisions of the city granted 
prior to 1863. ‘These were all to the Chicago 
City railway company. The northwest 
boundaries of the territory covered these 
franchises are Madison street and Western 
avenue, the southern boundary being Thirty- 
first street and Cottage Grove avenue, The 
ordinances provide that the rate of fare in 
this territory shall not, for any distance, ex- 
ceed five cents. 

The opinion recites that private persons 
may move for a mandamus to enforce these 
public rights without the intervention of. 
the government law officers. A passenger on 
a Madison street car east of Western avenue 
asking for a transfer to a South Side car and 
being refused has no legai remedy against 
the West Side company. Possibly if the case 
were reversed an action to recover the second 
fare might lie against the South Side com- 


ny.

I would onguest that transfers be demanded of 
the Chicago City railway company, as that is the 
original grantee of the ordinances of 1861 and

There is pretty interesting reading in the 
report made to the Secretary of War by In- 
spector-General Breckinridge of the several 
branches of the national homes for disabled 
volunteer soldiers. Up to the close of De- 
cember, 1804,” says Gen. Breckinridge, ‘*in- 
spections related to over 15.000 men and die- 
bursements amounting to 84, 758.173. Build- 
ings purchased by some of the branches and 
constructed originally for .other purposes 
than barracks do not seem as satisfactory as 
the new ones, which are generally admirable. 
There is probably nothing which deserves 
more consideration than the decorous and 
comfortable housing of these beveticiaries of 
the government. Food, raiment, and ‘shelter 
are bestowed at these homes upon needy and 
disabled men who have well earned them 
and the quality is more than com- 
mendable—it is praiseworthy. The men 
are now growing old and decrepit, and 
are possibiy fading away faster than 
State and National Government can build 
permanent structures for them. However 
commendable the majority of the buildings 
may be there is a limit to the capacity, which, 
has been decidedly overstepped. Men who 
have by their conduct in war and by their 
Gisabilities earned a perfect title to all the 
consideration shown them deserve something 
better than sleeping on floors or overcrowd- 
ing in basements, att.cs, stair closets, and 
worse, They must be located when received 
in such national homes ina way that is al- 
ways creditable to the government. How to 
secure the speediest relief. for these old and 
teebe und worthy men in time for them to 
profit by it deserves the most serious atten- 
tion. Everywhere there was talk of un- 
precedented pressure for admission to the 
homes. At the reviews the march past of 
hundreds of these old veterans arrayed still 
in their country’s uniform and showing the 
martial spirit and bearing of their youth was 
A most creditable display both to the men 
themselves and the republic which they are 
citizens of, and the pathos in the ceremony 
was noticeable.’

Wasnmdrox, D. C., March 1.—|Special.]— 
The Senate has taken the bit in its teeth and 
is running away with the appropriation bills. 
The party managers are stupefied at the way 
in which jobs of the worst description are be- 
ing tacked on to the regular bills,and they have 
practically givea up the effort to control the 
tide of jobbery which has swept over the Sen- 
ate this week, They hope to eliminate the 
most offensive cases in conference, but even 
then the appropriation bills have been 80 rid- 


more careful consideration than is possible in 
the short time remaining. Conservative esti- 
mates show the Senate has increased the 
amounts in the House appropriation bills up 
to date by upwards of $30,000,000, with the 
na vai bill yet to hear from. The scenes wit- 
nessed Thursday afternoon, when the sundry 
civil bill was under consideration, were re- 
peated this afternoon and evening, with the 
general deficiency bill as the target for the 
Treasury looters. 

The Committee on Appropriations itself was 
responsible tor the first raid on the Treasury, 
which was a neat little appropriation of 
$1,800,000 to pay a claim of the Southern 
Pacific railroad, In spite of the vigorous op- 
position of Senators Sherman, Pettigrew, 
White, and others, who denounced the appro- 
propriation as a fraud, because of the well- 
known. connection between the Southern Pa- 
cific and the Central Pacific, the latter being 
head over heels in debt to.the government, 
the item stood the test of a vote and stays in 
the bill. This encouraged Senator Butler of 
South Carolina to slip in the French spolia- 
tion and Bowman claims. aggregating $1,300,- 
000, This went through in spite of the oppo- 
sition of Senators Palmer, Pasco, and others, 
who were cut off from prolonged debate by 
the five-minute rule. Finding that the bars 
had been thrown down Mitchell of Oregon 
improved the golden opportunity and slipped 
into the billa thundermg amendment which 
appropriates 84. 700,000 to pay the claims of 
Calfornia, Oregon, and Nevada for financial 
help in suppressing the rebellion. These 
three jobs it will be observed foot up 57. 
800,000, and in addition there are dozens of

DEMOCRATS DECLARE FOR FREE SILVER, 


Party Manifesto, Is Issue@ in Favor ofa 
Ratio of 16 to 1, 

Wasuincton, D. C., March 1.—The Demo- 
cratic silver manifesto, which has been the 
chief topic of talk on that side of the House 
for a few days, was made public today. 
While it has been generally circulated for 
the consideration of members, there was no 
attempt to secure Signatures until a 
late hour, because the prime movers in 
the matter were undecided whether to 
call a caucus for discussion of the matter or 
to secures signatures or issue directly to the 
public. In consideration of the short time 
left and the pressure of business it was de- 
termined not to have a conference, Repre- 
sentative members from fifteen States signed 
the declaration today at the instance of Mr. 
Bryan, but the canvass is so far very incom- 
plete, and the list of signers will not be made 
public until it is complete. The paper fol- 
lows: 

To the Democrats of the United States: We, 
the undersigned Democrats, present for your 
consideration the following statement: We be- 
lieve that the establishment of gold as the only 
monetary standard and the elimination of silver 
as a full legal tender money will increase the 
purchasing power of each dollar, add to the bur- 
den of all debt, decrease the market value of all 
other forms of property, continue and intensify 
business er and finally reduce the ma- 
Jjority of the people to financial bondage. 

We believe that no party can hope for enduring 
success in the United States so long as it advo- 
cates a single gold standard, and that the advo- 
cacy of such a financial policy would be especially 
detrimentai to a party which, like the Democratic 
party, derives its voting strength from those who 
may without reprodch be called the common 

ople; and we point to the overwhelming de- 

eat of the party in 1894, to the opposition 
aroused by the veto of the seigmiorage bill. and to 
the still more unanimous protest against the 
issue of gold bonds as proof that the Democratic 
party cannot be brought to the support of the 
gold standard policy. 

We believe that the money question will be the 
paramount issue in 1896, and will so remain un- 
til it issettled by the intelligence and patriotism 
of the American voters. 

. We believe that a large majority of the Demo- 
crats of the Unjged States favor bimetallism, and 
realize that it Cin only be secured by the restora- 
tion of the free and unlimited coinage of gold 
and silver at the present ratio, and we assert that 
the majority bas and should exert the right 
to control the policy of the party 
and rétain the party name. We believe that it is 
the duty of the majority and within their power 
to take charge of the party organization and 
make the Democratic party an effective instru- 
ment in the accomplishment of needed reforms, 

it is not necessary that mocrats should sur- 
render their convictions on other questions in 
order to take an active part in the settlement of 
the question, which at this time surpasses all 
others in importance. 

We believe that the rank and file of the ty 
should at once assert themselves in the rated 
cratic party and place iton record in favor of the 
immediate restoration of the free and unlimited 
coinage of gold and silver at the present legal 
ratio of 16 to 1, as such goinage existed prior to 
1873, without waiting for the aid or consent of 
any other nation, such gold and silver coin to be 
a _ leg al tender for all debts, publie and pri- 
va 
We urge all Democrats who favor the financial 
policy above set forth to associate themselves to- 
gether and impress their views upon the party 
organization; we urge all newspapers in harm ony 
with the above tinenciat policy to place it at the 
head of the editorial column and assist in the im- 
mediate restoration of bimetallism.

OFFICIAL STATEMENT OF PUBLIC DEBT. 


Treasury Deficit for Eight Months An- 
nounced to Be $36,296,000, 

Wasnincoton, D. C., March 1.—The month- 
ly statement of the public debt issued from 
the Treasury today shows that Feb, 28, 1895, 
the public debt ‘less cash in the Treasury 
amounted to 8890, 412.940, a decrease for 
the month of $34,033,328. This decrease of 
debt is accounted for by the receipt of gold 
on account of the last bond issue, against 
which no bonds have yet been issued, Fol- 
lowing is a recapitulation of the debt: 

Interest bearing debt, $685,048,860; increase 
during the month, $720,150; debton which in- 
terest has ceased since maturity, 61.779, 300; 
decrease for the month, $13,390; debt bearing no 
interest, $381,787,366; decrease for the month, 
$1,145,806; total debt, #$1,641,366,057, of 
which $572.755,530 are certificates and Treas- 
ury notes, offset by an equal amount of cash in 
the Treasury. 

The Treasury cash is classified as follows; 

Gold. 138.593.280; silver, $508,859,907; pa- 
per, 134,103,606: general account and disburs- 
ing officers’ balances, etc., $16,534,017; total. 

798,090,901, against which there are demand 
liabilities amounting to $619.898,315, leaving a 
eash balance of $178,197,586, of which $87,- 
085,511 is gold reserve. 

A Treasury statement of receipts and ex- 
penditures during the month of February, 
1895, shows receipts aggregating $22,888,- 
057, an increase over February, 18094, of 
about $618,000. The aisbursements tor the 
month amount to $25.696.035, a decrease 
from the expenditures of February, 1894, of 
about $100,000, The deficit for the month, 
therefore, was $2,807,978, and for the eight 
= * of the present fiscal year $36,295,- 
771. 


The coinage executed at the mints, of the 
United States during the mohth of February 
was as follows: Gold, $6,143,800; silver, 
$491,000;. minor coin, $57,300; total coin- 
age, $6,692,100, Of the silver coined $200,- 
000 was in standard silver dollars, the same 
as during the month of January. 

New York, March 1.—The New York Sub- 
treasury’s daily reports for the last week in- 
dicate operation; as follows: 

Total receipts, $25,590,000; total payments, 
$13,530,000, pe pow $2,000,000 currency sent 
to other otlices of the Treasury Department. This 
indicates a loss of $13,000,000 by the banks to 
the Subtreasury. but from that sum should 
bo deducted $4, 250.000 foreign gold 
which does not affect the banks at 
all, Bankers estimate that the banks have 
gained about $2,000,000 by the currency move- 
ment during the week. The out-of-town demand 
for the new bonds shows a temporary falling off 
and transactions in these bonds have been made 
at 119, holders, however. as a rule, showing no 
disposition ta make aay concession in view of the 
expectation that coincident with the 
March disbursements for interest and 
dividends the bonds will be sought 
as investments for surplus funds. One 
house today sold $2,000.000 old bonds. The 
steamship Etruria wiil take :out tomorrow 
875,000 ounces of silver. The total*deposits of 
gold in the Subtreasury today were $1,148,221, 
of which $900,000 was on account of the bond 
syndicate. A dispatch received from London 
says the steamer Umbria will take out tomorrow 
£280,000 in American eagles and bar gold for 
America on account of the gold bond syndicate. 
This makes an aggregate of £1,776,000 shipped 
to the United States since Jan. 13.

AFTER THE CIGARET. 


MEASURES DIREOTED AGAINST THE 
TRUST INTRODUCED. 


Half a Dozen Bills to Regulate the Traffic 
orto Prohibit the Sale or Manufacture 
of the Article Entirely Now Rest in 
Cammittee- How Two Trust Visitors 
Were Recelved-Attorney- General Ma- 
loney’s Report of Two Years’ Labors 
Bills Introduced in the Legislature, 


Spriverigtp, III., March 1.—([Special. }— 

The cigaret trust is being made painfully 
aware of the session of the Legislature. Half 
a dozen billsarein committees ere er 
ward the prohibition of the manufacture of 
this product, Senator Thomas Hamer of 
Fulton County shot in one today. It pre- 
scribes a fine of $25 against any person or 
persons or corporation in this State who man- 
ufactures or sells cigarets. Senator Brands 
offered a similar measure Feb, 20 and it was 
referred to the Committee on Corporations. 
There are two bills on the cigaret question in 
the House Committee on Judiciary. One was 
offered by Mr. Brignadello Feb. 6 and knocks 
out the business of making and seiling cig- 
arets. It is No. 285 on the House calendar. 
This bill has been in committee about a 
month now and is probably buried, Feb. 20 
Representative Noling introduced a bill au- 
thorizing cities, villages, ald towns to regu- 
late the manufacture, sale, and trafficin cig- 
arets. It also went tothe Commitee on 
Judiciary and it has not been discussed or 
considered up to this time. 
Early in the session a couple of gentlemen 
representing the ciguret trust came to Spring- 
field and remained here a week or ten days. 
One wasa portly, fine looking, middle-aged 
men and the other was about 55 years of age, 
thin and spare in flesh. They were rather 
cavalierly treated, particularily by some of 
the Chicago members, who remembered the 
unpleasantnesa over cigaret legislation in the 
City Council between the representatives of 
the cigaret industry and Ald. Powers. Ordi- 
nurily the representative of an interest as- 
sailed or assailable by legislation is royally 
welcomed during sessions of the Legislature; 
the cigaret men were the exceptions to the 
general rule. 

A couple of gentlemen, however, not mem- 
bers of the Legislature, made their acquaint- 
ance one rainy Sunday and the two represent- 
atives of the cigaret trust shortly atterward 
took their departure from the State capital. 
It is intimated the House Committee on Judi- 
ciary will consider the Brignadello and Nol- 
ing bills some day next week. But this isonly 
a hint and not to be accepted as indisputable 
evidence of what is tocome. The chances are 
within the next fortnight a duplicate of the 
Brignadel!o bill will be introduced and an ef- 
fort made to boost it into second reading 
without reference to committee, thereby Jem- 
onstrating to the world that the cigaret trust 
is resting its hopes for absolution from hostile 
legislation on broken reeds. Col. Hamer says 
he will fight his bill through committee and 
bring itto a vote on the floor of the Senate. 


MOLONEY ON HIS TWO YEARS’ WORE, 


Report to the Governor Shows the Need of 
He'p and Change of Laws Necessary. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 1.—[{Special.]— 
The report of Attorney-General: Moloney to 
the Governor, covering the first two years of 
his administration in office, was made public 
today. It begins by calling attention to the 
additional duties imposed upon the Attorney- 
General by recent legislative enactments in 
relation to building and loan associations, 
State banks, trusts, and other corporations, 
and makes a plea fo? an increase in the cler - 
ical and other assistance. It is said some 
6,000 letters were received atthe office dur- 
ing the last two years, of which 4,000 were 
answered, the others remaining unanswered 
In 
addition more than 750 letters were written, 
opinions have been prepared, and many oral 
opinions given. The law of 1893 makes it 
the duty of the Attorney-General to pass upon 
the by-laws of all building and loan associa. 
tions before they “can be incorporated, and 
since July 11893, 166 sets of these have 
been passed upon. ö

BILL TO PROLIBIT PRIVILEGE DEALING. 


Representative De Forest Aims a Measure 
at Put and Call Treding. 

SprInGriexp, III., March 1.—In the House 
today Mr. De Forest introduced a bill to pro- 
hibit the buying and selling of privileges 
known as puts and calls in grain and provis- 
ions. The bill makes it unlawful “ for any 
person, either directiy or indirectly, to buy or

CHECK THE FLOW OF COLORADO SILVER 


San Francisco Agents of China and Japan 
Ship Bullion Direct, 


San Francisco, Cal., March 1.—The San 
Francisco agents of Chida and Japan bankers 
are checking the flow of silver from Celorado, 
Utah, and Nevada to the Orient by way of 
New York, and are shipping builion to Hong- 
kong and Yokohama from this port. Silver 
shipments are increasing monthly. A local 
smelting concern separates the gold and silver 
in the bullion, after which the silver is re- 
shipped abroad in solid bars. The cost of 
shipping $1,000 of fine silver from Denver 
to Hongkong via New York and London is 
$19.06, and by way of San Frandisco $14. 
The Bank of California and the French bank 
have in a large measure changed the flow of 
the immense silver output, which is regarded 
as a pronounced commercial triumph for San 
Francisco. China, Japan, and other Oriental 
countries have for years been the largest con- 
sumers of silver in the world, having received 


through San Francisco and London during

— Through the generosity of An- 
drew Carnegie in donating a $30,000 library 
building to the Town of Fairfield; Ia., one of 
the oldest and largest libraries in the State 
has nowa worthy home.

18 THE BOAT IN THE MOUNTAIN? 


Canal Talk in Ohio May Lead to an Inves- 
tigation, 

Hanover, O., Feb. 23.—[Special Corre- 
spondence, |—The proposition to build a canal 
that will connect Lake Erie with the Ohio 
River, a subject that has received some atten- 
tion at the present session of Congress, has 
started the oid residents of this section to 
talking about a former canal that connected 
the Beaver and Sandy Rivers, This waterway 
was constructed at a cost of a million or two 
of money, but nobody got any good out of 
it and it became almost forgotten because of 
its disuse. There was a feature about the 
old canal, however, that some of the older 
residents had not forgotten.

The Cleve- 
land and Pittsburg road in grading from Han- 
over to Kensington undertook to run their 
rails through the aperture in the base of the 
mountain, out found it too low. 

It they're agoin’ to use that old hole in the 
ground for a tunnel,” said an 
qid-timer of Columbiana County, “ they 
will have to dig a cana 
bout out of it first, because there was one 
towed in there one time that never did come 
out.

Slight Decrease in the Acreage in Tlinois 

Heavy Snowfalls Have Protected It, 

So That Little Has Been Killed=Both 

‘ Kansas and Indiana Send Fiattering 

Acconnts at the Promises of the Crop

Harvest ar the Cereal, | 

Sprincriztd, III., March 1,—[Special.]— 
The area of winter wheat in Illinoig, as shown 
by the latest reports received by the State 
Board of Agticulture, concerning the crop of 
1895, was 640,000 acres in the northern di- 
vision, 834,500 acres in the central division, 
and 981,000 apres in the southern division. 
Compared with the last harvested crop this 
was a decrease of 12 per cent in the northern 
and central divisions, but of only 2 per cent 
in the southern division. When the wheat 
went into winter quarters the reports received 
showed that its condition in the northern and 
central divisions was about the average, but 
that in the southern division it was below the 
average because of the drought. Owing to the 
fact that during the cold weather in January 
and February the wheatin the central and 
southern divisions was protected by snow it 
is believed that little has been killed. 

Camo, III., March 1.—[Special. ]—Winter 
wheat is looking fairly well in this section and 
unless something occurs in the future will 
yield an average crop. The acreage is prob- 
ably one-eighth less than last year, as many 
farmers were discouraged at the low price, 
The damage inflicted by the drought early in 
the winter has been fully made up by the 
abundant snow, which prevented freezing out, 
and most fields present a bright apr earance. 

Centratia, III., March 1.—[Special.|— 
Wheat prospects in this section are very flat- 
tering and the acreage isa little larger than 
common. The wheat got a good hold in the 
fall and the unusual amount of snow has been 
an advantage. In years when we have lots of 
snow we always have a good wheat crop. 

VAN DALIA, III., March 1.—[Specia!.|—The 
acreage ot winter wheat in Fayette and ad- 
joinmg counties is abcut the same as last 
year. Thecondition is good, and will yield 
an average of twenty bushels per acre. The 
winter has been just right for growing wheat. 

Carmi, III., March 1.— [Special. — There is 
an increased area of winter wheat sown in 
this vicinity as compared with previous years, 
as it is the main dependence ol the people 
here far money. The condition is good, the 
blades are short and bunchy and exceeding!y 
well rolled, on account of winter growth. 
Covered with snow for several weeks the 
plant is safe from further danger from freez- 
ing. On this account the outlook was never 
better at this time of year, 

NasHVILLE, III., March 1.—[(Special.]—The 
acreage of winter wheat sown last fall in 
Washington County is about the same as the 
previous year. Reports from over the cou n- 
ty are that it was never ina finer condition 
than now. 


INCREASE OF ACREAGE IN KANSAS,

No Reports of Serious D mage in Any See- 
tion of the State. 

Torrexa, Kas., March 1.—[Special.]—The 
wheat sown last fall will reach nearly 5.000, 
OOO acres, nearly 10 per cent more than a 
year ago. In the extreme western counties 
there is a slight increase, but the total in that 
region is always small, and very little of that 
is ever harvested. The plant went into the 
winter small but healthy, and there have been 
no reports of any serious dumage in any sec- 
tion. In the great wheat belt of the south

central counties full reports show that the 


condition since the recent rains will average 
tuly 60 per cent above a year ago. There 
is no complaint of chinch bug or freezing, 
and in many of the western counties, where 
the grain did not sprout last fail, the wheat is 
now growing very nicely. Only about 65 per 
cent of the acreage sown was harvested last 
year. 

Fort Scort, Kas., March 1.—[(Special.]— 
The acreage of winter wheat in Bourbon, 
Cherokee, Crawford, Ladette, Neosho, Mont- 
gomery, and Wilson, the seven wheat pruduc- 
ing counties in the southeastern part of this 


State, is approximately 225,000 acres. The 


wheat is in tne best possible, condition and the 
present outlook for an extra large harvest is 
very promising. 
Emporia, Kas., March 1.—[{Special.]—The 
acreage of winter wheatin this vicinity will 
robably be 20 per cent leas than last year. 
t is not less than 30 per cent better, so that 
the crop will possibly average dbout the same 
in amount, 


PROSPECTS ARE GOOD IN INDIANA, 


Estimated 20 Per Cent Less 
than Last Year. 
Inp1anapouis, Ind., March 1.—[Special.]— 

The condition of winter wheat in Indiana was 
never more favorable at this season of the 
year than it is today, but March freezing and 
thawing with no snow to protect the crop is 
the worst month of the year on wheat in 
Indiana. Neither State Statistician Thomp- 
son nor the Board of Agriculture has any of- 
ficial report of the acreage or condition of 
winter wheat, but it is estimated that the 
acreage is perhaps 20 per cent less than last 
year. It will bea month before the govern- 
ment reporters will send in their figures and 
until then there is no public means of getting 
at any. crop estimate in the State. 

Evansviti, Ind., March 1.—[Special,]}— 
Wheat in Vanderburg County was never in 
better condition than at present, and the 
farmers anticipate the best crop they have had 
in a number of years both in quantity and 
quality. The acreage sown.this year is fully 
up to the average. | 

JEFFERSOVILLE,; Ind., March 1.—[Special. ] 
—From figures received on good authority by 
Tue TRIBUNE correspondent the area of wheat 
in this vicinity, as compared with last year’s 
crop, will be about 80 per cent. The condi- 
tion of the winter wheat is only fair, and the 
yield wilf be much below last season’s. The 
late freeze and thaw did considerable dam- 
age, more than all the previous cold weather. 
The land in this county is somewhat broken 
and hilly, and it is not regarded as a wheat 
district. Should the weather continue fair 
the yield of the wheat will be fair, but another 
cold snap will prove disastrous. 

Terre Havre, Ind., March 1.— [Special.]

Bernhardt has won mapy a fortune fror 
American audiences, and Hading has also 
caught her share of the golden shower that 
falis for the gifted, and now we are to be 
entertained by Mme. Réjane and her cele. 
brated company in Mme. Sans-Géne,” 
one of Sardou’s most noted plays. Indeed, it 
is said that Mme, Réjane has made this 
play what it is, and that the author 
admits his indebtedness for her work. 

Mme. Réjane is great as a comedienne and 
her reputation as an actress rivals Bern- 
hardt's. At home she is a favorite and in En- 
gland her success has been a marked one. 
The play in which she is to tour the United 
States was written especially for her, and, 


_therefore, we may have reasonable confidencé 


that she will achieve all that is expected of 
her. This engagement is probably one of the 
most important of the year. 

At this writing Mme. Sans-Géne” as a 
play is yet among the to-bes in America, and 
hence we can form no impressions of the 
play except as Sardou’s other productions are 
taken asa guide. The Napoleonic fad now 
raging in America makes Mme.

A distinguished authority has 
somewhat flippantly yet rather truthfuil 
said that whatever style will best succeed with 
the public is the style of Victorien Sardou. 
In“ Madame Sans-Géne” we ere to have a 
play written by a Frenchman French to the 
core, dealing with a period and a character in 
French history whose fame and name are in 
the mouths of suckimgs, and played by a 
French actress with a French support. 

In the French drama there is an indefinable 
quality which sets it apart from the stage lit- 
erature of other lands, To the French a 
Shakspeare was impossible, but a Molidére 
was inevitable; and the distinction has held 
its way from the beginni of the sixteenth 
to the close of the nineteenth century. The 
French lord of tragedy is aitogether a 
different character from the English tragic 
hero—and for that matier from the Dutch, 
the German, the Spanish, or the Rus- 
sian. The Engiish harlequin of com- 
edy, though his: laughter be ever 
so light and his wit like a ra- 
pier, never matches in gay abandon-of mirth 
and keen comicality his brother of Gaul. To 
commit a possible vu!garism, the French play 
—whether tragedy. comedy, melodrama, 
opera, or what-not—is always of the French 
Frenchy. , 

It is the life of Paris—totally unlike that of 
any other city on the ghobe—which clothes 
the French-written drama with color and in- 
forms it with light and endows it with condi- 
tions. There is something of Paris in every 
character, though the scene be located in 
Siam and the dramatis persone are native to 
the Sandwich Islands, 

Your Frenchman cannot get around his 
Paris—and why should he? It is that inde- 
finable quality called Parisian which consti- 
tutes the added allurement residing in a dra- 
matic production from France. Men and 
women who know their Paris desire to behold 
some little of it in their absence, and those 
who are acquainted with the serio-gay capital 
only through hearsay and history likewise de- 
sire such glimpses thereof as may be had 
from the counterfeit presentments of the 
stage. Therefore it is safe to assume that 
our people will cordially receive Mme, Réjane 
and her play.—Petlerson’s Magazine.

HixcxLxr, Minn., Feb. 22.— [Special Cor- 
respondence, ]—It is not generally known that 
the little town on the St. Paul and Duluth‘ 
road that was fireswept from the face of the 
earth Sept. 1 last and in which several hun- 
dred souls perished has been almost wholly 
rebuilt.

“I went to Rosehill Cemetery lately to at- 
tend the funeral of my stepmother, and I saw 
things there which really shocked me. In the 
northwestern, or new, part of the grounds I 
found that the dead were buried side by side 
in trenches, twenty or thirty feet long, in- 
stead of in graves, one of the trenches being

The bodies are buried not more than three 
feet below the surface, and in one case I 
found a coffin one end of which was only two 
feet below the ground and the other end stuck 
Aathis is an unsanitary 
practice, as wel] as an indecent one. I have 
made a complaint to the Health Department.”’

Commissioner Reynolds said, “and, while

SMALL BOY CHARGED WITH BURGLARY. 


Several Cases Wiil Be Piaced Against 
Michael Linaduska March 7. 
Michael Linduska, aged 14, whose parents 
live at No, 1157 Troy street, is locked up at 
the County Jail waiting trial before Justice 
Eberhardt March 7 on several charges of 
burglary and one of larceny. A week ago 
some boys broke into the saloon of Redmond 
Walsh, No. 1185 Blue Island avenue, and 
stole between 550 and $60 worth of whisky 
and cigars.

DUTIES OF THE BOARD 


JUSTIOR EVERETT TELLS OF THE 
SOUTH TOWN TROUBLES. 


Explains the Situation from the Stand- 
point of the Auditors=Says the Law Is 
Entirely Inadequate to Meet the Re- 
quirements of Affairs=No Accounts will 
Be Uniawfully Paid and Nothing Will 
Be Done That Does Not Come Within 
the Provisions of the Statute, 


Tun Trrpune’s story of the row in the 
South Town Board yesterday created much 
comment. The attorneys for Town Clerk 
Jacobs worked all day yesterday on the bill, 
but did not get it ready to file. 

Justice John C. Everett, one of the Audit- 
ing Board, was seen yesterday, He talked 
frankly concerning the situation, which, from 
the standpoint of the Auditing Board, is as 
follows: 

„The complications into which the differ. 
ent towns composing the City ot Chicagohave 
recently fallen are due to the fact that the law 
governing township business is adapted to a 
town of not. over 10,000 inhabitants. The 
law at present is entirely inadequate to the 
management of the affairs of towns of the 
magnitude of the North, West, and South 
Towns in the City of Chicago. These towns 
are without a legislative body except the an- 
nual town meeting, and their business affairs 
are entirely intrusted to the Supervisor, and 
Auditing Board, composed of the Jus. 
tices of the Peace, the Supervisor and 
Town Clerk. The method of auditing and 
paying accounts is pointed out in Sec. 126, 
Chap. 189 of the statutes, which provides 
that ‘accourts audited shall be 72 by the 
Supervisor on the certificate of the Town 
Clerk, stating the amount and to whom al- 
towed, the date when audited and on what ac- 
count; which certificate before payment of 
the amount shall be countersigned by the 
Supervisor.” The Town Clerk claims that the 
Auditing Board cannot pass upon accounts 
until he has first signed the voucher. . His 
contention is wrong under tne above statute, 
because his view af the law would make him 
an auditor prior to the submission of the 
account to the regular Auditing Board. 
When the matter was brought up 
at a recent meeting of the Auditing 
Board, at which the Clerk requested that 
the board do not audit any accounts not pre- 
viously certified by him, the board informed 
the Clerk of the statute I have just quoted and 
told him that under the law he should certify 
to'the Supervisor the action of the Auditing 
Board, and upon that certificate the Super- 
visor should pay. The trouble now existing 
is due to the fact that the Supervisor pays the 
salaries of employés without first having re- 
ceived the audit of the Auditing Board or the 
certificate of the Cierk to the fact of the audit. 


Duty of the Auditors, 


„Sec. 120 of the same act provides that the 
Board of Auditors shail meet at the Todwn 
Clerk’s office for the purpose of examining 
and auditing the town accounts the Tuesday 
next preceding the annual town meeting, at 
which time it is provided that the Auditing 
Board shall amine the accounts of the Su- 
pervisor for all moneys received and dis- 
bursed by him, and shall also examine all 
charges and claims against the town and fix the 
compensation of all town - officers. It is 
claimed under this provision that the Su- 
pervisor has the right to disburse the town 
funds prior to the audit of the accounts, tak- 
ing his chances, if he sees fit so to do, upon 
subsequent approval of the accounts 
by the board of audit. Of course 
if the accounts are not approved 
the Supervisor is personally liable for all such 
money disbursed. To meet such liability he 
has given to the town a bond in the sum of 
$100,000. 

»The powers of the Town Board, composed 


or the Justices of the Peace, ute expressly de- 


fined in Art. 13, Chap. 139, which limits the 
power of the bourd simply to an audit of the 
accounts, and when, at the recent mesting, 
Clerk Jacobs asked the board for an order to 
compel the Supervisor to turn over the un- 
audited town pay-rolis to him the Justices 
informed him they had no power to make 


and willing to audit the pay-rolls as soon as 
they should be presented to the board, and 
they called upon him to produce any ac- 
counts in his possession for the purpose of 
audit, and having nune and no one else 
presenting any to be audited, the board had 
nothing to do. It was then claimed by the 
clerk that the bond given by 2.5 
was not good, but inasmuch as Sec. 1 of Art. 
11 of the statute expressly provides that the 
bond of the Supervisor must be approved by 
the Town Clerk, and the Town Clerk having 
approved the bond, the board could 
take no action regardmg it. It ap- 
pears that the bond he has taken is good 
in all respects excepting that the sureties are 
not named in the body of the bond, aithough 
their signatures under seal are duly attached 
at the foot of it. In my opinion the failure 
to insert the names of the sureties in the body 
of the bond does not affect its validity; so 
long as they signed it as sureties they would 
be held EN the fact that their 
names were not inserted, and in my judgment 
the bond is good, but this opinion is, of 
course, entirely outside the proviace of my 
duties as a member of the board, because we 
can take no action on the matter, 
Attorney Selected by Supervisors. 


It is claimed that the Town Board, with- 
out legal authority, appointed an attorney for 
the town ata salary of $2,000. As a matter 
of fact the attorney was selected by the Su- 
pervisor, who has the right. The boara con- 
sidered the question whether they would al- 
low a fixed compensation for services during 
the year or would pay him regular fees for 
such services as he might render, Inasmuch 
as the experience of another Town Board 
showed that in such cases the fees aggregated 
more than that sum, the board felt that as a 
meat ure of economy they should fix the com- 
pensation at a lump sum, andI have no doubt 
that by so doing they saved to the town quite 
a considerable sum of money. It has n 
customary for the Town Board to 

the salary of the Assessor and 
Officers for two reasons: Un- 
one section of tatute the 
Assessor of the Town of South Chicago would 
be required to assess taxes upon several 
hundred million dollars of property and re- 
ceive for his responsibility and arduous labors 
compensation a the rate of but $2.50 per 
day. This is below the rate paid for munual 
labor of the most ordinary class, and the 
board velieved, upon the advice of a number 
of prominent taxpayers and citizens, that it 
should allow reasonable compensution for 
such services. The Town Collector, who gives 
a bond of $14,000,000, would receive only 
about $1.400. Another reason for fixmg the 
com pensation of town officers is found in Sec. 
08 of the revenue act, which provides as fol- 
ows: |

This meeting, I am informed, was called in 
accordance with law. The whole question, 
however, is now pending before Judge Tuley 
upon a bili filed for an injunction restraining 
the Supervisor from paying tnese salaries. 
The board will be entirely governed by 
decision in the matter when they come 
audit tne Supervisor’s accounts, because the 
board informed the Supervisor at the time 
that its action was not binding and that any 
payments that he made would be made upon 
his own responsibility,

ARESHORT OF JUDGES 


EIGHT HUNDRED ELEOTION or- 
FIOLALS ARE TO BE APPOINTED, 


as to How These Vacancies Shall Be 
Supplied - President B:.denoch and Com- 
missioner Keenan Differ in Their Views 
and the Matter Will Come Before a 
Special Conference, 


There are 800 vacancies to be filled in, the 
lists of judges and clerks of election, The 
Election Board at its meeting yesterday dis- 
covered the Democratic party was short 650 
judges and clerks and the Republicans 150. 
As to the manner of fillmg these vacancies 
President Badenoch and Commissioner Keen- 
an differed and the question was not decided, 
In all precincts in which the People’s party 
did not select a judge the selection of the 
third judge alternated between the Republic- 
an and Democratic committegs so the two 
parties would be represented by two judges in 
an equal number of precincts. 

Yesterday it waa proposed thatif the Dem- 
ocrats did not fill their 650 vacancies by 
March 12 and the Republicans their 150 va- 
cancies the People’s party would be given 
the opportunity again to fill tne 800 places. 
Commissioner Keenan maintained this was 
unfair, as it would give the Republicans a 
greeter number of precincts. After a spirited 

iscussion it was decided to hold a conference 
with the Chairmen of the three party com- 
mittees and talk the matter over. It is be- 
lieved by many that the Election Commis- 
sioners have already given the committees 
too much rope and that they should take the 
bull by the horns and name thé judges and 
clerks themselves, 

The Executive committee of each party 
refuses to accept recommendations except 
from committeemen, and many of the com- 
mitteemen select judges and clerks, simply 
because they can control them at a primary 
and perpetuate their ward machine,

The Courts May Take a Hand—Abell’s and 
 Stuekey’s Deal.

WITNESSES FURTHER WEAKEN HAR- 
AT HAYWARD’S DEFENSE,

Evidence of Two of His Most Important 


— — 


Supporters Denied on the Stand at Min- 


neapolis=Classmates of the Suspended 
Students Come to Their Aid and Con- 
fess They Are Equaily Guilty—<Heavy 
Suits for Damage by Fire- General News 
from the Northwest. 

MixxnArOotts, Minn., March 1.—The Hay- 
ward murder tr .. proceeded today in spite 
of the fact that County Attorney Nye is con- 
fined to his bed from nervous prostration. 
The State knocked a few more props out 
from under the defense in rebuttal, Louis 
Behm swore he was present at the con versa- 
tion between Liveryman Wilson and. James 
Ward when the former was alleged to have 
said if was not Harry but Adry Hayward he 
saw driving with Miss Ging the night of the 
murder. Behm declared the Hay wards were 
not mentioned ia the whole conversation. 

Ernest Gamash testified he saw George 
Grindall on the East Side many blocks away 
at the time Grindall swears he saw the mys- 
terious third man” get into the buggy with 
Miss Ging. 3 

A gun expert was called to show the bullets 
in various makes of cartridges differed in 
weight. This was to offset Erwin’s coup 
showing the cartridge used to kill Miss Ging 
was a 38-long and not a 38-short, as Blixt 
testitied. 

Dr. F. A. Dunsmoor, after a critical exam. 
ination of the skull, testified positively in au- 
awer to a hypothetical question that the lacer- 
ations of the face and the fractures of the 
skull might have been caused by a fall from 
the buggy of the body such as was described 
by Blixt, or even that the bullet might have 
caused the fracture.

George Henry Payette, the messenger boy 
who carried the note from Harry Hayward 
to Miss Ging Nov. 30. was called, and swore 
the note was carried at 2:40 o’clock in the 
afternoon, He produced the slip signed by 
Hayward to prove it. This evidence dis- 
proved the statement of Harry on the stand 
that the note was given the messenger boy in 
the morning at ubout the time Adry swore 
“ree made the talk about killmg Miss 

ing. 

Mrs. Adry Hayward swore Adry took her 
riding the night of April 27, when the holdup 
occurred, She denied some of the statements 
of Harry as to what she had said to him about 
Adry having a revo.ver after the quarrel of 
Oct. 7, ana swore on the date Adry said he 
had the trouble with his brother in the office 
Adry came home and procured his revolver. 

Adry Hayward corroborated his wife in re- 
gard to the drive April 27. He said his father 
and mother made untrue statements when 
they said he had threatened to kill his brother. 
He said he saw the watch with the deerhead 
on it once in November when his brother was 
getting some money out of the safe. His 
brother had not given him money to put in 
his vault since Septem ber. 

Mary C. Mathes, a sister of Mrs. Adry 
Hayward, testified chat she was in the dining- 
room where Harry took his meals the night 
of Dec. 3. Harry testified he left there at 
7:22, but she says he came in there at 7 
o'clock and only ate a little soup. He pushed 
away his dinner and only glanced at the des- 
sert. He was in a hurry and left about eight 
minutes afterward.. This would make his de- 
parture atabout 7:10 and would assist the 
State to show he had time to make his trip to 
where Mr, Wiison swore he saw him in the 
rig with Miss Ging, giving him ten minutes to 
get there in. 

James Ford was carried into the room by 
two deputies. He has been ill since January.

He watched her drive u 
First avenue north until she crossed Seventh 
street. No cross-éxamination could break 
him in the least. C. B. Dickens, owner of a 
livery stable opposite the West Hotel, cor- 
roborated this witness,

National Council a Great Exposition of Ap- 
plied Moral Power to All That Is Ele- 
vating in Our Social Life~Phases of 
Moral Reform Advoeated and Discussed 
at Vesterday’s Meeting:—Greeting from 
the American Proportional Representa- 
tion League Presented. 

Wasurneton, D. C., March 1.—[Special. ]— 
Force in the material world is that which re- 
sists or produces motion. The spirit of force 
is natural law. The source of natural law is 
God. Nineteenth century civilization is dis- 
tinguished by associated rather than isolated 
effort. As truly as that nature will not yield 
her choicest gifts to man alone, but waits un- 
til, with his brotner, he asks her benefactions, 
so the spirtt of progress which is to civiliza- 
tion what force is to the material world in- 
spires the grandest accomplishment when men 
and women coéperate in seeking humanity’s 
good. The last development of our times is 
the application of woman’s moral power 
through associated effort. The mother's 
cradle lullably is more sweet because she has 
learned the unity of rhythm in song and mo- 
tion and mothers not only ber own child, 


but through kindergarten methods broods over 


waifs of the street. 
in cap and gown, 


and biesses the 
The university girl, 
graduates into a nobier wife, a 
stronger mother, because she wears 
upon her breast the Greek letterpin of her col- 
lege fraternity, Through the wide domain of 
philanthropy. education, economics, bus ines 
and politics the work of organized woman- 
hood will bear this ethical test. In the last 
analysis the value and the permanence of hu- 
man effort is tested by its results in character. 
Character is the only moral force of God's 
universe. Character applied through organ- 
izea effort is as truly the last and noblest stage 
of, development in humaa progress as is ap- 
plied science in the demands of modern life, 
The Woman’s Council of the United States is 
a great exposition of applied moral power to 
music, art, literature, education, economics, 
philanthropy, reform, and politics. As well 
might the objector advise that the candle of 
our grandmothers be substituted for the elec- 
tric light now used in our homes, that the 
loom be ‘banished and the spinning wheel 
take its place, as to expect or desire the or- 
ganized work of women to be dissolved..

Was maro, D. C., March 1.—Various 
phases of moral reform were ad vocated and 
discussed jat the sessions of the National Coun- 
cil of Women today, There were two sessions 
during the day and the need of organization 
and coépération of women in accomplishing 
improveiments in government methods were 
generally urged. 

A feature of the morning session was the 
presentation of a greeting from the American 
Proportignal Representation League, It ex- 
pressed its sympathy with the aims, prin- 
ciples, ami ideas looking to the betterment of 
the conilition of womankind directly, 
and indirectly of mankind, and held 
that the best form of government is a 
representative one, made up of all citizens of 
the age discretion. After citing iliustra- 
tions fr the recent elections to support the 
contention that the present method of elect- 
ing Represeutatives does not secure the rule 
of the majority the league, accounts for this, 
notin getrymandering, but ia the nature of 
the system, and says the remedy Mes in elect- 


‘ing Representatives from the State at large by 


means of a proportionate vote. The Swiss, or 
ee list system, is cited as the best scheme 
accontplishing this plan, as dove-tailing 
into present methods and giving the maximum 
of result with minimum of change. It was 
urged as important to woman because it was 
right and will enable them to accomplish their 
aims. .

Hannah J. Bailey, proxy of 
the President of the Universal Peace Union, 
discussed organized work of peace. Other 
features of the session were: Organized 
Work in cere Netta G. McLaughlin of 
Massachusetts, President National Associa- 
tion of Women Stenographers; * Organized 
Work in Moral Reform,” Elizabeth G. Graa- 
nis of New York, Président of the National 
Christian League for the Promotion of Social 
Purity; and Organized Work in Government 
Reform.“ Miss Susan B. Anthony of New 
York, President of the Suffrage Association. 

The evening session was devoted to separate 
discussions of moral and government reforms.

IN THE DARK. 


WESTERN AND EASTERN PASSENGER 
OFFICIALS FAR PROM AGREEMENT. 


Nothing Develops in YWesterday’s Confer- 
ence to Hold Out Hope for an Adjust- 
ment of Existing Rate Troubles=Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy Makes a 
Poor Showing in Its January State- 
ment- Egan May Go to New Mexico— 
Other News in the Riilroad World, 


Nothing was accomplished by yesterday’s 
conference of Western and Eastern passenger 
traffic officials that would indicate the possi- 
bility of an adjustment of the existing passen- 
ger rate troubles. The threat of the trans 
atlantic steamship companies that they 
would refuse to let the trunk lines distribute 
the immigrant business from New York if 
those lines would not at once boycott the 
Grand Trunk and refuse to give any of the 
immigrant business to the Grand Trunk did 
not seem to have disturbed the equanim ty of 
the representatives of the trunk lines, The 
latter stood firmly by Meir demand not to reg- 
ulate the Grand Trunk or interfere in its 
fight with the. Canadian Pacific, unless 
the Western Association lines would first 
agree to withdraw ticket orders from Eastern 
territory and stop paying commissions to 
Eastern ticket agents. While many of the 
Western lines declared they sold no ticket 
ordersin the East or paid commissions in 
that territory and others were perfectiy will- 
ing to make the concession demanded by the 
Eastern lines, yet the Alton and several other 
of the Western roads declined to withdraw 
ticket ordérs or stop paying commissions to 
Eastern agents. They deciared themselves to 
be only following the example set by the 


take the spliaters from their own eyes before 
they tried to extract them from the eyes of 
others. There was much crimination and re- 
crimination regarding this matter, but no dis- 
position was showa by either side to make 
concessions. N f 
When the question of adjusting immigrant 
rate troubles came up for discussion the 
Eastern roads created considerable of a sur- 
prise and gave the Western officials quite a 
chill by coolly demanding the abandonment 
of the immigrant clearing-house of the West- 
ern roads at New York and to let the immi- 
grant traffic from that port be handled and 
distributed by the Eastern roads. The West- 
ern lines have looked upon the immigrant 
clearing-house as their special pet. When no 
other agreement could be made to stick the 
immigrant rate agreement was fairly well 
maintained, Roads which refused to join 
any other agreement for the maintenance 
of rates had become parties to the im- 
migrant agreement, and it did 
more than anything. to bold the 
Western lines together. Now being coolly 
asked toabandon the clearing-house by the 
Eastern roads was gall and worm wood for the 
Western roads. Kather than abandon that 
pet arrangement they preferred to fight from 
now until doomsday. Efforts were made to 
induce the Grand Trunk, which was repre- 
sented by Assistant General Passenger Agent 
Bell, and the Canadian Pacific, which was 
represented by General Passenger Agent Me- 
Nicholl, to come to an agreement between 
themselves. But it was as hopeless a task as 
to secure a peaceful settlement of the other 
troubles. The Grand Trunk declared it would 
never submit to the differentials on Pacific 


coast traffic granted the Canadian Pa- 
cific unless it was allowel similar 
differentials, and until this was 
done it would stick to its 


present position and pay large enough com- 
missions on immigrant tratſie to overcome 
the differentials allowed the Canadian Pacific. 

Pending the discussion of the differential 
rate question the meeting adjourned until 10 
o’clock this morntng. It does not look prob- 
able that any agreement will be reached by 
this conference. Several of the Eastern roads 
and notably the Erie and Pennsylvania re- 
fused to take part in it. Their object no 
doubt is to let Commussioner Farmer of the 
Trunk Line Association do the wrestling with 
the Western roads, and if he fails to secure 
the concessions demanded by the trunk lines 
they can say to their Western connections 
they had nothing to do with the matter.

POOR EARNINGS OF THE BURLINGTON, 


January Statement Shows More Expenses 
than Income, 

Burlington officials find no encouragement 
in the statement of earnings and expenses of 
the company’s railroad system for the month 
of January. The December statement gave 
some hope of an improved condition of at- 
fairs thereafter. But the January statement 
is eo bad as to preclude all possibility of an 
improvement in the near future, Notwith- 
standing the cutting down of operating ex- 
penses by nearly $200,000 as compared with 
those of the same month last year, the earn- 
ings fell short af meeting all expenses by 
$105,263, and there was a decrease in net 
earning as compared with the same 
month last year of $204,440, Operat- 
ing expenses have already been cut down 
to a minimum and further retrenchments 
cannot well be made without impairing the 
efficiency of the service. There is absolutely 
no grain on the lines west of the Missouri 
River to be shipped, and the company has to 
depend almost entirely on the cattle and pro- 
vision business. Much of an improvement 
cannot be expected until the new crops begin 
to move, and until then the Burlington may 
be com pelled to suspend dividend payments. 
The only congolation the Burl.ngton peopie 
have is that other Western roads have to 
struggle against the same adverse circum- 
stances.

Wisconsin and Iowa are also in fine 
condition The partial removal of railroad dis- 
criminations allows us now to do basiness in 
Kentucky, Tennessee, and Alabama, from which 
States and the South in general we are receiving 
a surprising number of orders. 

John S. Gould & Co.—The opening season shows 
nothing particularly promising for a large busi- 
ness, aithough there is some recent improvement 
in the number of orders received.

DEPLETION OF FOREIGN SsTOOKS 
CAUSES OHANGE IN TONE.

Liverpool Supplies Decrease Over a Min- 


fon Rushels in a Month—Prediction of 
Colder Weather in Winter Wheat See- 
tions Adds to the Strengthe—Provisions 
Strong on Covering by Shorts and in 
Sympathy with Wheat—Street Produce 
and O:her Market Quotations. 

There was a decided change in sentiment. 
regarding wheat yesterday. It was due in 
part to the lion-like advent of March, but 
this was by no means the leading factor of 
the day. The sharp decrease in Liverpool 
stocks of breadstuffs during last month ana 
an advance of i¢d in the Liverpool market 
were the causes of the strong opening in the 
loca! market. During the month of Feb- 
ruaty Liverpool supplies of wheat and flour 
decreased 1,154,000 bu. Stocks of wheat 
decreased from 3,152,000 bu to 2,088,000 
bu, and flour stocks decreased from 110,000 
sacks to 96,000 sacks. This all bears out the 


claims that consumption in the importing 


countries of Europe is much greater than es- 
timated by the trade and that supplies every- 
where are being depleted. The information 
received yesterday was much more tangible 
than that furnished regarding French crop 
damage and on it May wheat opened at 
nearly g advance and sold up to §4%c. 
New York and St. Louis sold freely and the 
A special 
weather bulletin predicting a cold wave for 
the Mississippi and Ohio Valleys and the lake 
region causedaturn in the market and the 
promptly regained. There 
was a disposition to sell freely 
at 54%, , but the market has broad- 
ened out and offerings were absorbed in a 
way that suggested investment buying. Profes- 
sionais fought the advance with poor success, 
and the market closed at 54%c for May delivery 
after having touched 54%@54%c. Closing Liv- 
erpcol cables quoted spot wheat steady and in 
moderate demand, with red winter unchanged 
aud spring and California wheat d lower. r- 
lin was unchanged, with Antwerp higher by the 
equivalent of %c a bu. Early French cables 
quoted another sensational advance in flour, but 
as it was conflned to the near by delivery it was 
not considered of special significance. The French 
markets were strong, however, and 100,000 bu of 
wheat were bought in the local market for 
French account. All the trade statistics favored 
holders of wheat. Clearances were liberal at 
432.000 bu in wheat and fiour of 
which 217,000 bu were in whéat. Primary point 
receipts were 221.000 bu and shipments 88,000 
bu. Northwestern receipts were 420 cars, 
against 270 the same day last year and 365 cars 
in 1893. This received little attention in view 
of the early advance of Ne on cash wheat in Du- 
luth and Minneapolis. Minneapolis wired that 
the previous days’ 1 by millers amount- 
ed to 480,000 bu. eavy saies of flour for home 
and foreign consumption are reported by North- 
western millers and this is confirmed by bankers, 
who bandle exchange and say that the supply of 
bills offering is rapidly increasing. In spite of 
the liberal receipts at Minneapolis a liberal de- 
crease in stocks is predicted. The trade has 
every reason for expecting a good decrease in the 
visible Monday and an equally bullish statement 
of world’s stocks Tuesday. It is said that all the 
mills in the Puget Sound territory are running 
at full capacity to supply flour for the China 
trade. The strength of yesterday’s market was 
due to incidents which grouped and emphasized 
the bullish features of the situation. Attention 
was called to the depletion of foreign supplies, 
the probability of .crop scares, the reduction of 
domestic stocks at interior markets. and less di- 
rectly to the indifferent quality of wheat in such 
expo countries as the Argentine and Aus- 
tralia.

HAVE A NEW SCHEME. | 
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OHANGE IN INDIANA AVENUE PLANS 
OF THE OITY RAILWAY. 


Proposition to Run North te Thirteenth 
Street on Indiana Avenue Sharp Com- 
petition with the Alley Elevated Would 
Result=Chicago Bankers Take a Hope- 
fal View of the Business Situation - Un- 
interesting Stock Market ale of M- 
waukee Bonds. 


There is every prospect that the Alley 
Elevated railroad company will soon have to 
face competition. The interests of the elevated 
road ars not so carefully guarded in the coun- 
cils of the Chicago City railway company as 
are the interests of the Chicago City railway 
by the management of the elevated railroad 
company: The city railway has for a long 
time been endeavoring to get an electric line 
on Indiana avenue, but has met with sharp 
opposition from the property-owners along a 
portion of that street. The original plan was 
to put a trolley line as far north as Eighteenth 
street, turning west at that point and connect- 
ing with the Wabash avenue cable, in the 
same manner as the horse car line is now 
operated. Those plans have within a few 
days been changed, and the company now in- 
tends to run a trolley line from Fifty-first 
street on Indiana avenue to Thirteenth street, 
turning west at Thirteenth toa connection with 
the Wabash avenue line. A number of the prop- 
erty owners who have heretofore interposed 
their objections have been won over by this plan 
on the theory that it will give them much more 
rapid transportation to the down-town district 
than they would have should the line turn off 
and jointhe cable at Eighteenth street. The 
City Railway people believe that they can obtain 
the consent of a majority of the property owners 
for the new proposition, and they will ask the 
Council in a short time for an ordinance permit- 
ting them to build the line north on Indiana ave- 
nue to Thirteenth street 

Wher the building of that line is successfully 
accomplished the elevated railroad will have 
competition ofthe electric line paralleling it

Chicago bankers are confident t they see 
improvement in several directions in the busi- 
ness situation. They find the demand for money 
some better, and reports which come in from 
manufacturers and dealers they declare gre de- 
cidedly encouraging. A feature of tlie foreign 
exchange market is the increase in bills drawn 
against exports of flour, and foreign exchange 
dealers are led by exporters to believe that there 
will be large offerings of bills drawn against 
exports of flour and grain within a short time.

PLANS TO INOREASE sT. JOSEPH’S 
DEPLETED WATER SUPPLY. 


Alarm of the Companies Over Condition 
of That Town—Fromises te Put in a 
Twenty-Inch Main=Louisville Fire De- 


partment in Disgrace—All of One Com- 
pany Discharged=Dr kenne a Cause 
=Place a $2,000,000 Line on the Con- 
solidated Brewertes- General Notes. 
One ot the insurance companies in Chicago 
became alarmed at the reported condition of 
the water-works in St. J oseph, Mo., and wrote 
the agent there asking if the water-works 
were in as bad condition as reported, saying 
if it was the company not only would decline 
any new risks but would cancel what they 
then carried. He inclosed a report on the 
water-works taken from Tun Taisuns. The 
agent in replying to this said the Chief of the 
Fire Department had stated to him that with 
the exception of some of the highest buildings 
and buildings in isolated parts of the city the 
water supply ordinarily was ample for ex- 
tinguishing fires. He gives an explanation of 
the failure of the department to save the 
Union Depot, but the explanation is not as 
satisfactory to the companies interested as 
would have been the saving of the building. The 
City Council appointed a special committee 
some time ago to take up the question of 
needed improvements in the water- works, 
and this committee has just reported an 
agreement entered into with the water-works 
company, which isa private corporation. Un- 
der this agreement a 20-inch main is to be 
laid from the works to Sixth and Phoenix 
streets and a number of smalier mains run- 
ning through other streets. The water com- 
pany also forteited certain claims against the 
city and agreed to a penalty for failure to put 
in a new supply main by t. 1 of last year, 
as had been agreed, The insurance men in 
St. Joseph write to company managers that 
without doubt all trouble will be settled with. 
in a short time, and that there will be a suf- 
ficient supply of water to meet all the de. 
mands that will be made upon it, 


ITS FIRE DEPARIMENT IN DISGRACE. 


Louisville Board Discharges All Members 
of One Comp ny.

THE ANTI-BOODLE MASS- MEETING. 
There is to be a mass-meeting of Chicagoans 
at 3 o’cle@k tomorrow af ternoon in the Cen- 
tral Music Hall tor the purpose of discussing 
and protesting against the performances of 
the Council at its last meeting, when two or- 
dinances, each of them a boodle measure, re- 
ceived the votes of a majority of the Alder- 
men. Many such offenses have been com- 
mitted in the past, but hitherto only one steal 
has been put through ata time. If this double 


will put through. three or four in a lump to 
pay their vacation expenses. 

A large gathering and an unequivocal ex- 
pression of sentiment relative to these Alder- 
manic outrages cannot fail to have a bracing 
effect on the nerves of the Mayor, who has 
not stated yet that he will veto these ordi- 
nances unconditionally. It has been con- 
jectured from remarks made by him that-he 
might compromise with the Aldermen if they 
accepted a few trifimg amendments. That 
would be too much like allowing some high- 
waymen to carry. off their booty provided they 
gave back a nickel to their victim to pay his 
carfare home. Ademandon the part of a 
large and representative gathering of citizens 
that the Mayoruse his veto power without 
qualification cannot pass unheeded by him. 

The cause of the trouble is largely the in- 
difference displayed by citizens in choosing 
Aldermen. The speakers at tomorrow’s 
meeting will give their hearers some idea of 
the value of the franchises which are being 
given away, thus showing these careless citi- 
zens what they lose by their failure to per- 
form their civic duties rightly. These revela- 
tions of the audacity of the robberies commit- 
ted, and of the value of the privileges looted, 
will awaken those who listen to them to the 
necessity of clean ing out the corruptionists 
who may be in office now and of taking pre- 
cautions against such persons being chosen in 
the future. - 

There should be a great turnout for the 
purpose of stirring the people up to work. 
The boodlers will hold no such meeting. 
They need none, for they are organized and 
they are working hard already. Some of 
them may have on Democratic and some Re- 


solemnity that existing laws may be amended 
so as to give temporary relief, but that the 
root of the evil proceeds from the inadequacy 
of the organic law of the State in its applica- 
tion to our case.”

With educated citizens who know the duties 
and responsibilities of the ballot a poor form 
of government works tolerably well, When 
voters seem to prefer to elect boodlers any 
form of government works badly. The vot- 
ing constituency may have a new suit of 
clothes on, but it is the same old electorate, 
neither better nor worse than it was before. 

It is well known what kind of municipal 
reform these reformers want. They wish to 
throw the city and the county into hotchpot 
as has been done in New York. They want 
a system the effect of which will be to con- 
centrate all the functions of government. 
county as well as city, in the hands of the 
Pecks, the Curriers, the Bests; and the Culler- 
tons, if the people continued electing them. 
That was done in New York, with conse- 
quences which are familiar to all. Naturally 
the professional machine politicians, the tax- 
eaters.and the boodlers, favor such a reform 
as this. It will permit stealing to be done 
more systematically and regularly. 


THE PARENTAL SCHOOL BILL. 
There are several bilis pending in the Leg- 
islature more or less connected with the dis- 
position of children. There is one providing 
for a State industrial school for dependent 
children; a second amending the present in- 
dustrial school law, and a third forbidding 
counties to retain children between three and 
fifteen in county poorhouses, These bills 
should not be confounded with . the parental 
school bill, prepared by the attorney of the 
Chicago Board of Education, approved by 


Mrs. Flower, who has made a long and care- 
‘ful study of the subject. 
The parental school bill has been formu- 
lated to reach two classes: First, children 
who are incorrigible truants or who only at- 
‘tend school when they please, the parents be- 
ing indifferent or unable to control them; 
and, second, children who become a disturb- 
ing element in schools because of their idle- 
ness and restlessness, their utter lack of any 
idea of obeying. or their viciousness of dis- 
position. Asthe Board of Edueation itself 
has absolutely forbidden corporal punish- 
ment, and as the teachers themselves are 
estopped from enforcing any valid form of 
correction, the result has been to encourage 
idleness, laziness, insolence, and utter con- 
‘tempt of discipline. In refractory cases of 
this kind the teachers are virtually powerless. 
Their only recourse is to report the case to 
the Principal, whose only recourse is to order 
the child to take his books and go home and 
stay there. which, in nine cases out of ten, is 
just what the child wants, Thereupon the 
parents, who have no government over the 
child and who do not want it at home, com- 
plain that the school authorities are depriving 
it of a chance to get an education, and there 
you are. And all for the lack of opportunity 
to administer a healthy dose of birch or rat- 
tan to the offender.

A New Way of. Writing Washington's Lite. 
Elizabeth Bryant Johnston has hit upon a 
„novel idea, It is to pick out a great number 
of events in the life of Washington, not mere- 
ly those connected with the Revolution, but 
also social, personal, and domestic incidents, 
and then to arrange them by days, thus tell. 
ing the story of George Washington day by 
day,” as the Bible has it. The book begins of 
course with Jan. 1. On that day in 1776 
Washington wrote to the President of Con- 
gress announc the raising of the Union 
flag on Prospect Hill, near Boston. On that 
day in-1777 he set down in his account with 
the United States Goverument the amount 
of sundry expenses incurred by him while 
the army was retreating through the Jerseys, 
On that day in 1800 a “lodge of sor- 
row” was held in memory of him 
by a Philadelphia Masonic lodge. On the 6th 
of January, 1759. Col. Washington and Mrs. 
Custis were married. On the 6th of January, 
1791, he was at the Southwark Theater, Phil- 
adelphia/ The entries for the 3d of February 
are: In 1774 he went to the wedding of his 
stepson, John Parke Custis. In 1791 he 
wrote to — Federal Commissſbners in regard 
to the location of the Federal city. In 1798 
he wrote to his manager that Sarah Flatfoot 
(you call her Lightfoot) has been accustomed 
to receive a pair of shoes, stockings, a coun- 
try cloth petticoat, and an osnaburg shift. all 
ready made, annually, and itis not meant to 
On the.

Life of Hahnemann, 

Believers in homeopathy will probably ap- 
preciate the life of Hahnemann, by Dr. Thom- 
as Lindsey Bradford, It has not any claims 
to very great literary art, but gives after the 
fashion of biographies the main facts of the 
life of its subject and copious extracts from 
his correspondence, which probably afford as 
fair an idea of his personality as 
could be conveyed by ‘any description 
of the most elaborate character sketching. 
He seems to have been for many years an un- 
successful man, lacking faith in the medical 
systems of bis time, changing his residence 
from place to place, often in the deepest pov- 
erty, until after middle life he developed from 
the theories that haa been more or less the 
subject of speculation from antiquity, and 
from the experiments of Stuerck and others, 
his system of practice, which, whatever one 
may think of its merits, will have a promi- 
nent place in the history of medicine. The 
ideas most original to Hahnemann in his sys- 
tem are those of potentization and infinitesi- 
mal medication, and these were quite in the line 
of mystical and metaphysical notions that have 
always flourished in regard to mediciue in the 
mind of the public. Opposition onty fanned 
him to success, and in his old age he had a 


large and most enthusiastic following, which 
still exists, though many of them are in prac-. 


tice very far trom the teachings of their mas- 
ter. Indeed, it is possible that this work will 
not be very heartily welcomed by many of 
the more progressive physicians calling them- 
selves adherents of homeopathy at the present 
day.

On the Interna ional Date Line. 

Curcaao, Feb. 28.—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 
The following statement in THs Trrsunz of 
Sunday is misleading, because not clear. It is 
not correctly stated. The same statement with 
variations has been going the rounds” for 
some time: 

Chatham Island, lying off the coast of New 
Zealand, in the South Pacific Ocean, is one of the 
few habitable points of the globe where the day 
changes, it being situated exactly on the line of 
demarcation between dates. At — place high 
12 Sunday, or Sunday noon, ceases at the strik - 
ing of the clock, and instantly thereafter it is 
Monday noon. or, more exactiy, a few seconds 
after noon. On that peculiarly situated island it 
is possible for a person to begin his midday meal 
at 11:45 a. m. Sunday and eat continuously until 
12:15 Monday without consuming more than a 
haif hour’s time or making a glutton of himself. 

Not long ago lread the above statement in a 
St. Louis paper, with the additional information 
that the day gained was Friday. Now the fact is 
the sun does not gain a day at the Chatham Isi- 
ands nor at any other place. Nor does the inter- 
national date line run through the Chatham Isl- 
ands. In fact, at the latitude of the Chatham 
Isiands (45° south) the date line is hundreds of 


miles to the east of these islands. Moreover, at 


this date line the day may be lost as well as 
gained. Why the statements always read 
“gained” is more tha I can explain. 
The international date life is the adjustment 
line for the turning of the earth in adjust 
time. It isan arbitrary line made by man an 
for convenience placed at the one hundred and 
eightieth meridian. It is not, however, strictly 
the one hundred and eightieth meridian, but an 
irreguiar line touching no land whatsoever. 
When the traveler crosses this line towards the 
east he goes back aday. When he crosses the 
line going west he goes forward a day. East and 
west — are reckoned from London or 
Greenwich strictly to the one hundred and 
eightieth meridian. This is a straight line as 
laid down on a Mercator map. ene to this 
line the Chatham Islands, the Samoan Islands, 
Society Islands; and all islands of the Pacific 
east of the one hundred and eightieth meridian, 
are in west longitude. The Fiji Islands are just 
to the west of the line, hence are in east longi- 
tude. But the maritime nations of the wor.d 
have estabiished a date line that, beginning up in 
the Arctic Sea. passes through Bering Sea and 
Strait, southwest. past the Aleutian Islands, 
south on meridian 172 to 15th parallel,

five for the month. The death rate for the 
month of February was but 13.5 per cent. 
In February, 1894, 219 cases were reported 
and taken to the hospital andat the beginning 
of the month there were in the institution 118 
patients, making the total number treated 
during thesame month last year 337, as 
against 214 for February, 1895, Of the 337 
treated last year in February 133 were dis- 
charged as recovered, fifty died, and there 
were 154 remaining at the end of the month. 
The death rate for February, 1894, was 16.3 
per cent.

Since then the concern has 
barely managed to exist, The principal traffic 
of the line is derived from the products of the 
coal mines and farms through which it passes, 
aud the coal it hauls is mostly transported in 
60,000 pounds capacity cars, subjecting the 
rails to service for which they were never in- 
tended.

In traveling east we gain time on the sun, so in 
crossing the adjustment line we go back ex- 
actiy twenty-four bours in sailing in this diréc- 
tion, because in circumnavigating the globe we 
have gained twenty-four hours. In traveling 
west just the reverse is experienced, and we lose 
twenty-four hours in going round the world in 
this direction; hence at our adjustment line 
we suddenly gaiu a whole day—twenty-four hours. 
It makes us no older nor younger. e have sim- 
ply adjusted our time. Let two persons star 
out from London in ovposite directions —east an 
west—and meet again in London, having made 
the circuit of the globe. they will be two days 
apart and to the people of London one day outof 
reckoning. If they had adjusted their dates at 
the date line they would both agree on their re- 
turn with each other and with the peo- 
ple of London. It is evident that the du- 
ration of time would be the same to all. 
The day can only change at midnight. There is 
only one midnight on the earth at one time— 
is to say, only one meridian can pass under the 
midnight meridian at onetime. And similarly 
there can be only one noon at the same instant. 
There is no island in the world where a J 
can sit down to dinner in one day and finish it in 
the next. It is only the traveler who can ch 
his date. The day forthe earth starts at the 
180th meridian and travels west. Midnight trav- 
els west across Asia, Europe, the Atlantic, 
America, and the Pacific, at the rate of 1,500 feet 
a second (at the equator). When midnight ar-

BARONESS WEDS A OAVALRYMAN, 


Romance Starting at the Golden Gate 
Ends on a German Estate. 

Lieut. J. M. Brunson. of the California 
National Guard and Ida, Baroness von 
Barnekow, sailed from this port last week on 
a Hamburg-American packet. They regis 
tered simply as Mr. and Mrs. J. M. Brunson, 
says the New York World. 

Ten years ago there lived in that part of 
San Francisco known as The Mission” a 
modest tradesman, Joseph Green, whose 
family consisted only of his wife, a hard- 
working woman, and their little 8-year-old 
daughter Ida. Next door lived Martin Brun- 
son, a ship-builder, who had made a modest 
fortune in populating the waters of the Pa- 
cific Ocean with vessels. He had one son, a 
handsome young fellow. The two little 
neighbors grew up together and became in- 
separable. Sne was educated in a convent 
near by. He attended the State University 
and joined the First Troop of Cavalry of the 
National Guard, becoming in time lieutenant 
and acting captain. 

Four years ago Joseph Green died, and 
was buried ih the old Mission Dolores, His 
widow in time became consoled and married 
a sea captain named Robinson. 

One day two years ago a stranger came to 
the house. Having satisfied himself as to the 
identity of Mrs. binson and her pretty 
danghter, he told the latter that she was heir- 
ess to the title and fortune of the Baron von 
Barnekow, who had died a year before in 
Germany. 

Then fer the first time the women learned 
the true history of the dead husband and 
father. The second son of the old Baron von 
Barnekow, tiring of the staid home life, had 
run away to America, where, under the name 
of Joseph Green, he had worked his way 
from city to city, turning his hand to any- 
thing that came along—in turn clerk, book- 
keeper, druyimman. and tradesman.

VIRGINIA’S BEAUTY RULES, 


‘Recipes Found in the Note Book of an 

Old-Time Southern Belle, 

These rules and recipes are taken from an 
old book found ina Virginia homestead. They 
were in use among the beauties of the South 
in the days when all women were handsome, 
and grace of figure was as common as beauty 
in a rose. 

To get thin—Eata great deal of chopped 
meat without any potato in it. Drink little 
fluid of any kind except strong tea. Exercise 
a great deal without drinking, and do not eat 
bread and butter or candy. Lemonade, acid 
drinks of all kinds, and saline mineral waters 
are excelient. Drinka glass of clear water. 
before breakfast. 

To getiat: Eat vegetables and sleep after 
each meal. Go to bed at 9 o’ciock and lie in 
bed half an hour after you wake up. Laugh 
a great deal. Drink water by the pint or 
quart if you can. Drink weak and sweet tea, 
with plenty of milk in it. Take cod liver and 
sweet oils as much as you can.

Put plenty of butter on your bread and do 
not be afraid of ales, lagers, and sweet wines. 
This will guarantee a gain of five pounds a 
month, and, if you can sleep a great deal, of 
double that amount. 

To havea white skin: Eat no meat at all. 
Become a vegetarian; they always have bea u- 
tiful skin. Once in six weeks or so eat a meal 
of fresh meat. This does away with the ten- 
dency to scurvy—that curse of the vegetarian. 
Drink as much water as you can. eat little 
grease, and touch no tea orcoffee. Your 
breakfast may be oatmeal and oranges; your 
dinner, fruit, nuts, fruit tea—preferably 
quince tea—graham muffins, cauliflower, icro- 
quettes, marmalade, and dishes of stewed 
vegetables. The diet is not so bad when you 
get used to it. In large towns you will find 
one ortwo restaurants catering to such as 
you, 

To become very muscular: Walk a great 
deal, carrying always something in the hands. 
This develops the arms. To roll a hoop 
might be good if one were brave enough to 
do so in public. Practice lifting a little every 
day. Never strain or tire yourself. Eat meat, 
drink milk, and practice bending backwards, 
forwards, and sideways every day. At night 
rub about a tablespoon of brandy or rum into 
your skin on the under and tender part of 
the arms. 

To keep one’s feet small—This is difficult. 
The first sign that one has passed youth is the 
tendency to wear a larger puir of. shoes—and 
this is necessary. feet gpread and realiy 
grow.

WOMEN IN THE ARMY. 


BRAVE FRENOH OANTINIERES WHO 
HAVE BEEN DEOORATED. 


Great Heroism Displayed by Mme. Cardier 
=—One ‘Woman Served Thirty-seven 
Years = Bravery of Mme. Madelaine 
Timoreau=Tri-Colored Uniform Forbid- 
den by War Ministry—Oid Engravings 
of Vivandieres=Thrilling Chapters of 
Their History, 

Courrier des Etats Unis: In the list of deco- 
rations given by the French Minister of War 
Jan. 1 there appears the name of Mme, Cor- 
dier, the cantiniere of the Seventy-seconod 
Regiment of Infantry of Amiens. She re- 
ceived the military medal. : Judged by her 
heroic acts she is well worthy of it. She dis- 
tinguished herself during the war of 
1870.71, and after che capitulation 
of Sedan she saved several officers 
by hiding them in her wagon. Be- 
fore that she followed her regiment to Africa 
and took part in more than one expedition. 
Mme. Cordier is one of the oldest cantinieres. 
The oldest of all is Mme. Vialard. She served 
thirty-seven years, went through four cam- 

igns, and received two medais, She is a 
2 * woman und commenced her military 
career in the Crimea. 


One of the most celebrated cantinieres was 
Mother Joay. She wasin the Crimean, the 
Italian, and the Mexican campaigns. Gener- 
ally she went on foot and supported all the 
fatigues of the march like a man. She was 
the cantiniere of the Third Zouaves and died 
at Biidah at the age of 74 years. She also re- 
ceived the wilitary medal. 


above, received the military medal in 1866. 
Before her, Mme. Madeleine Trimoreau, the 
cantiniere of the Second Kegiment of Zouaves, 
received the same decoration for her conduct 
at the battle of Magenta. As long as she had 
any cognac in her 
rank to rank reviving the wounded and ex- 
hausted soldiers and displaying contempt for 
the whistling builets, which sometimes tore 
her short dress. When her last drop of cog- 
nac was given out she took up the gun ofa 
wounded soldier and accompanied the 
Zouaves in their bayonet charge without re- 
ceiving a scratch. 


Since the month of August, 1890, an ordi- 
nance from the War Ministry has forbidden 
the distinctive costume of the cantinieres, 
and, in addition to this, the Minister decided 
that they should not appear on parade with 
the troops, biit should remain in their wagons. 
Consequently, we were obliged to bid fare- 
well to the pretty tri-color uniform, ‘the red 


famous on the field of battle, and which more 


in his pictures. 

In old engravings the vivandieres are repre- 
sented as old women, with energetic faces 
and a masculine air; and, as a matter of fact, 
such they very often were. Mingling with the 
conscripts, speaking familiarly with the old 
soldiers, they acquired masculine habits. 
But in some regiments. and especially in the 
cavalry regiments, the cantiniere was the 
pride of the regiment, and we might cite one 
regiment of dragoons, for example, in which 
there were seven that had the reputation of 
being extremely beautiful girls. ‘heir green 
to them. In addition, they were exceilent 
horse women, for they were obliged to ride on 
horseback when the squadrons to which they 
were attached were cailed to arms. 


The history of the vivandieres, if it were 
written, would contain more than one thrill- 
ing chapter and many anusing pages. 


themselves by their courage. Like the sol- 
diers themselves, they loved the number of 
their regiment and their wagon was often 
used as an ambulance. Under fire they fol- 
lowed their battalion, picking up the wound. 
ed and quenching their thirst, and often con- 
soling the dying. 

As one caa easily imagine, under such con- 
ditions, the life uf the cautiniere is not with- 
out danger. Many of them were not spared 
by the bullets. Mme. Rajan, the cantiniere 
of the Second Algerian Rifles, received four 
wounds during tne last Franco-German war, 
and anotner cantiniere, Mme. Massey, was 
also wounded, In regard to this latter there 
is one act of heroism that is worth mention- 
ing. The mother of a soldier in her battalion 
asked her to watch over him. He was killed. 
Mme. Massey ran up to him, kissed him, 
took up his rifle and cartridge box, and, cry- 
ing out. Lou shell be avenged!“ rushed to 
the front rank in the piace of the dead 
soldier and was among the last to fire a shot. 


At Palestro gn May 30, 1859, a cantiniere 
of the Zouaves. Mme. Rossini, had her shoul. 
der broken by a rifle ball. She had a worthy 
colleague in the person of Mme. Perrine 
Cros, the cantiniere of the Battalion of thé 
Guard, She was not only wounded at Pal. 
estro but also at Magenta. Mme. Rossini 
and Mme. Perrine Cros also received the mil 
itary medal. Mme Vermelin of the Thirty. 
first Regiment of the line was at Sedan, 
where, in the midst of a cross fire, aided by a

She was ifftrusted 
with a dispatch, but was captured by a de 
tachment of Prussians. The moment she 
saw that escape was impossible, she wal 
lowed the dispatch at the risk of being shot, 
She not onty wears the military medal, but 
also the cross of Medjidie, the Crimean 
medal, and the Italian medal, 

Mme. Telman, cantiniere of the Second 
Regiment of Zouaves at Reichshofet., lifted 
up Col. Detrie, who wus badly wounded, and 
did so under the very lances of the Uhlans, 
She took part in a memorable defense of 
Bitchie. The poor woman is now blind. 

Finally, we have Mme. Bondu of the Thirty- 
fourth Regiment of the line, who distinguished 
herself in the combats of Patay and Coul- 
miers. 

A few days after these battles, in which she 
displayed the most remarkable courage, she 
gave birth toason. Speaking of the baby 
she sad: There is a chap that will never 
be afraid ot the rattle of artillery.“
